They by circumcifion were circumeifed 
into one body, as is evident in all che Church politie of Mofes. Andfo 
by baptifin we are all baptized into one body , whether Iews or Greeks. 
The promife and covenant is ours as well as theirs, (as the Epiftle co the 
Galatians upon Gen,12. 2, 3. fheweth) and baptifm fealeth rhe fame: 
and the Covenant and feal is in extent (excepting the obligation of Ce- 
remonies, and fome judicials) as large fer application to all converted 
Gentiles to them and to their feed,as of oldto If/rael,and their feed.

The Angel of Gods prefence, our glorious Lord Ie- 
fus Chrift will not fpare our mifdeeds, 1 The. 4,6. &c. Thefe falfe tea- 
chers abufe the holy Scriptures, as inthat of Heb, 8. \t is faid, Gertcy 
promijes, &c. burthey muft be asked what betrer promifes than Genefts 
3,15. & Genefis 12, 3? Let {uch know there are not better promifes in 
old or new Teftamert; and indeed rhofe two.promifes contain aj the 
doftrine of the Gofpel, asin part before is fhewed. They muft excogitate 
the truce interpretation, by feeking how our Lord, and his Apoftles-con- 
vinced the falle gloffes the Cowcifon made of Moles Politics for we oH 
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muft know theirs and ours is the fame Covenant (as often faid) onely 
new for Adminiftration in fulfilling all promifes and prophecies. | Let us 
confer, Exed.19, > 39.45.

in their fpirits in the Gofpel of his Son, And fo this to be underftood in 
all Mofes ceremonies, The bloud of Oxen and Goats and Rams did not, 
could not purge their confcience from dead works, but their conf{cience 
would ftill be to chem, for all their bodily exercife , an ill, accufing and 
condemning confcience. Their falvation was eftablifhed upon better 
promifes , and a better hope, That Chrift by his own moft perfec {3-_ 
ctifice, and bloud-fhedding fhould be a {weet fmelling favour to God for 
us, and procure eternal redemption.
